Pursuant to General Orders from Department Headquarters, out of a total en- 
rollment of 19, only 4 comrades gathered to carry out the details and functions 
of the Seventy-Seventh Annual Encampment of the Department of Massachusetts. 
The four comrades who were present were:—George N. Alden, Department Com- 
mander; Charles F. Staples, Senior Vice-Commander; George A. Gay, Assistant 
Adjutant-General; and William H. Burns, Department Chaplain. 


The Department Commander, George N. Alden, presided, with the able assistance 
of Secretary Helen A. Phinney. The other officers present are noted above. ' 


The Encampment was opened by Department Commander Alden. 


DEPARTMENT COMMANDER ALDEN: Comrades and friends, this is the Seventy- 
Seventh Anniversary of the Department of the Grand Army of Massachusetts. 
We meet in fraternity, charity and loyalty, and may all our hearts unite as one 
in acceptance of the great objects of our association. The Chaplain will invoke 
divine blessing. 


CuHapLaAIn WitutrAM H. Burns: We thank Thee, our Heavenly Father, for 
everything we have and for being here today. Have mercy on us. We thank 
Thee that we are living and some of us able to meet here together today. We 
thank Thee, our Father, that You have not forgotten us. Yes, You have been 
over us night and day. Bless every one of us and be with us today, that we may 
be able to transact our business that comes before this meeting. We ask that Thou 
abide with us from day to day. We ask our Heavenly Father to be our guide. 
Receive us, O God, in that Grand Army above under Thy great command. Amen. 


ComMANDER ALDEN: Colonel Bauer, do you wish to introduce someone to the 
comrades at this time? 


CoLoNEL FrepERIC G. BAvER: Department Commander, it is a great pleasure 
to me to introduce the representative of his Excellency, the Governor, this morn- 
ing, because he is a very close friend of mine. Jor two years we were associated 
together as counsel for the United States before the Mexican Claims Commission 
in Washington, but later he decided that instead of staying in Washington he 
would return to the town here in Massachusetts where his family have lived for 
generations. He is a successful member of the Bar in Boston and is a member 
of the Executive Council of the Commonwealth, and it gives me great pleasure, 
Department Commander, to present to you my friend, the Honorable Theodore P. 
Hollis, member of the Governor’s Council.

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CoMMANDER ALDEN: We are very glad to greet you. Would you like to say a 
word to the comrades? 


Executive Councrutor THropore P.Houiis: Commander and comrades of 
the G. A. R., I believe that the opportunity I have this morning to bring to you the 
greetings and the love of the Commonwealth is probably one of the proudest 
moments of my life, and as I am here today I like to feel that my grandfather, 
who is in. the Grand Army Encampment above, is equally proud in knowing that 
his grandson has had the opportunity of coming here. The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts sends you all its affection and respect and wishes you to believe - 
that in every way it is humanly possible your State Government is behind you 
to carry the torch which you have handed to us. I had an opportunity this winter 
to see some manifestation of the lesson you taught. I attended the rites of the son 
of a negro slave who rose to a position of great prominence and dignity in this 
Commonwealth. Those rites were attended by leaders in the social and political 
life of this Commonwealth. I also had the opportunity to vote to place into the 
vacancy created by that man’s death the descendant of another Negro slave. You 
men made that possible. You men made possible the greatness of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and the Commonwealth is eternally grateful to you and 
pledges you that it will do its utmost to carry out your principles. Thank you, 
comrades.

Councrttor Ho ts: It is a very high privilege, Commander. 


CoLonEL Bauer: Commander, I forgot to say that Councillor Hollis is a former 
member of the Sons of Union Veterans.

ADDRESS OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER GEORGE N. ALDEN 


COMRADES: 

As we meet here today for the Seventy-Seventh Annual Encampment of our 
Department, we should with thankful hearts look to Him, the Giver of all good, 
for His love and care of us during the past year. 

One year ago you conferred upon me the greatest honor of my life time and I 
wish to thank you all for the confidence placed in me. 

I realized at the time that a serious illness of the preceding winter had greatly 
handicapped me, but heeding the call of my comrades like a good soldier I obeyed. 

Many times during the year I have been obliged to stay at home when my heart 
was in the patriotic work so ably carried on by our Allied Organizations but on 
the whole I feel safe in reporting to you that ‘All is well.” 


MEMBERSHIP 


Our total membership January 1, 1943 was 20. Eight posts have disbanded ~ 
during this period, leaving 16 posts holding a Charter. 


FINANCES 


Our funds are dwindling, though so are our needs, but with the assistance rendered 
by the State and our Allied Organizations we have been able to still carry on. We 
wish to assure the donors of our gratitude for their generosity and kindness. 


MeEmoriAL Day 


Our own Grand Army Day, established for the purpose of paying honor to the 
memory of the gallant men, many of whom gave their all and others the best years 
of their lives to the service of their Country, has become a sacred day for us who 
still remain, and a day of reverence for all Patriotic Citizens. 

For many years | have served as chairman of the Memorial Day Committee of 
the Grand Army in my own city, which includes Sons of Union Veterans, United 
Spanish War Veterans and American Legion. I conduct the services at the 
cemetery in the forenoon and a number of Veterans turn out with me. In the early 
afternoon a splendid procession is formed where I conduct our services which in- 
cludes an address by the Mayor. The procession then passes in review to the 
center and disbands. 

I mention this as a reminder that circumstances have been such during the past 
year as to make it impossible for me to answer out of town calls, but I have done 
my usual work at home. 


In MeEmMoRIAM 


The year has seen the passing of five of our Official Family. 

Dennis Driscoll, Department Patriotic Instructor, died June 21, 1942, last 
member of Post 15, Boston. Served in Co. M., 3rd Mass. Cavalry. He will be 
missed at our gatherings. 

Henry N. Hopkins, Post 3, Taunton, died August 27, 1942. He served in Co. D, 
10th R. I. Infantry. Member of the Council of Administration. Comrade Hop- 
kins was a devoted member of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Comrade Oscar C. Wallace, Post 40, Malden, died on October 14, 1942. He 
served as Corporal in Co. D, Ist Maine Cavalry. Member of the Council of 
Administration. Respected by all who knew him. 
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The Department also mourns the passing on November 20, 1942, of Past Depart- 
ment Commander, Dudley L. Page, who served in Co. F, 33rd Mass. Infantry. 
Was elected Department Commander in 1940, and was a member of the Council 
of Administration at the time of his death. He was a familiar figure at our En- 
campments, where his presence will be missed by his comrades, and a void will be 
felt in the community where he lived as well as in the hearts of those nearest and 
dearest to him. 

It is with deep sorrow that I report the sudden death of Past Department Com- 
mander, John E. Bronson, who on April 7, 1943 was called to join the Grand 
Army above. He served in Co. M, Ist New Hampshire Light Artillery. No 
words of mine are needed to bring his life and charming personality to you. None 
knew him but to love him and his loss is keenly felt by all. 

In addition to these we have lost seven other comrades who have passed on to 
their reward. 

Lights are out, Taps have sounded, The Comrades sleep. 

Let us stand for a moment in silent reverence to their memory. 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


I regret more than I can say that I could not attend the National Encampment 
at Indianapolis, but upon the advice of my physician it was best not to make the 
trip. I was especially anxious to go as our Commander-in-Chief George A. Gay 
was a member of our Department.

AssIsTANT ADJUTANT-GENERAL GEORGE A. Gay: Commander, it is not really 
my position to say much concerning the affairs that are taking place here, but I 
know that my comrades can’t hear very readily, and I think that the comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic should recognize in some manner this report which 
has just been read to us. Now I am going to ask the comrades to thank our 
Secretary for that report. I think it is due her. Comrades, will you raise your 
right hand in recognition? 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: All in favor say Aye, those opposed No; and it is a vote. 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Now, Commander, the next order of business will be the 
nomination of officers. 

ComRADE GAy: Commander, if it is left to me to make a motion, I should surely 
make a motion that we keep our present Department Commander in office this year. 
Now, Commander, give us some expression. You have done well this year, and 
I don’t see why you should not continue. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Well, I think, Comrade Gay, that it is rather unusual 
to put up the same Commander for another year; but I know there are very few 
comrades to choose from anyway, but the way things are now, I don’t think that 
I or anybody else can travel around the country much.

ComrapE Gay: Commander, I would just like to say a word here that has been — 
brought up by this matter, because I had a little experience this last year on this — 
same line.

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State is their money. It is for the upkeep of that Department. It is theirs. 

If that Department does not continue as a Department, and that money is in the 
bank, it naturally reverts to National. 

And so we have taken care of it right here. 

[At this point Comrade John 8. Dumser of Oakland, California, National Com- 
mander-in-Chief, is escorted into the room by Frank L. Kirchgassner, Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Sons of Union Veterans.] 

Mr. KircuGassNER: Commander and comrades, it is my pleasure to present 
to you your National Commander-in-Chief, John 8. Dumser of Oakland, California, 
who comes to visit the Massachusetts Department, Grand Army of the Republic. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: I am very glad to greet you, Commander. You have come 
a long way to get to Boston. We all are proud to have you with us, and I know 
my comrades will be glad to hear from you. 

NATIONAL COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF JOHN 8. DumseR: Commander and members 
of the Department of Massachusetts, it is a great pleasure to be with you this 
morning, and I bring you the greetings of your National Officers. [Applause.] 

Mr. KrrcuGassNER: Commander, I also present the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Sons of Union Veterans, Commander Henry Towle of Portland, Maine. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Commander, it is a pleasure to see you. 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF TOWLE: Commander and comrades of the Massachusetts 
Department, it is quite a thrill for me to come here today as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War. I am not going to bore you with 
a long speech. I am a Maine Yankee, and my talk is just plain “Down East’’ 
Yankee talk. We know what you men expect of us sons, and we are going to try 
to carry out as best we can what you want us to do. We realize fully that it was 
through your efforts that we were given as a heritage the good American way 
of living, and there is no way like the American way. A great many of our boys, 
members of our organization, are today in the armed forces of the United States 
fighting to retain that which you gave us. I haven’t anything more of interest 
to say to you this morning. I wish for you a very successful Encampment here, 
and I will assure you that I appreciate the opportunity of coming to you as the head 
of your Sons. Now, with your kind permission, I will retire. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Thank you. We will now hear from the Past Commander- 
in-Chief of the Sons of Union Veterans, Frank Kirchgassner. It is a great pleasure 
to have you with us today. 

Mr. KrrcuGassneR: May I say, Commander, that I am very happy to have 
had the honor of calling with the Commander-in-Chief. We just came from the 
Mayor’s office where we had a splendid interview with the Mayor. We also had 
the opportunity of meeting some of the men who have been to war already. 
Among them was one young man who is in the Navy and was in a boat that was 
torpedoed. ‘They floated around for quite a while and were finally picked up by a 
German submarine and were taken care of for a while and then were finally put 
off, and they were adrift for some days before they were picked up. Your Com- 
mander had a chance to talk with him and had a wonderful time. He also had 
an opportunity to assist in greeting a group of school children who came in to 
greet the Mayor, and they all had a chance to talk with him. We are happy to 
have him here in our family. 

I have been with you a great many times, comrades, and this year there is a 
sadness in coming here. Last year my old pal, Comrade Green, had just recently 
gone to his reward. Only a few days ago it was my privilege as one of the Sons of 
Union Veterans to stand with the comrades and my brother, Charles Liscom, who 
has been faithful to Comrade Bronson, who suffered a very quick demise after having 
gone down to buy a new suit of clothes in the morning and had returned to his home 
and in the afternoon while playing solitaire, playing the game of life as he had, 
he went to sleep. And so another comrade has joined the ranks above, and we 
miss their presence here today. May God be good to you, and give you strength 
to carry on. You will have a wonderful message from your Commander-in-Chief. 
He is just full of splendid ideals and ideas. When he tells you about California 
you want to go there. But we like Massachusetts and old Boston.» And so 
tomorrow I will be joining you again. [Applause.] 
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COMMANDER ALDEN: Comrades, we will continue with our business. 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander, do you remember last year during the 
Encampment we set the date for the next Encampment? ‘That was done while 
the comrades were here so as to avoid having the comrades take that hard trip 
up to the State House. And so I suggest to the comrades for the 1944 Encampment 
the second Tuesday and Wednesday in April. That is the 11th and 12th. If the 
comrades will decide on those two dates it will aid greatly because right after the 
convention it has been the custom to call a meeting of the Council of Administration 
and fix a date so that the other organizations may plan their meeting place for the 
following year but they wait until the Grand Army has chosen its dates and then 
they take care of their places of meeting. So, Commander, will you have the 
comrades indicate their choice? It is the 11th and 12th of April for the 1944 
convention. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Well, comrades, do you want to vote on the dates for our 
Department convention next year—the 11th and 12th of April? All in favor of 
that will show their hands, contrary minded, and it is a vote. 

Now, Commander-in-Chief, we would like very much to hear from you. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumMsER: Commander and comrades, thank you for the 
high privilege of being at your Encampment at this time. It makes me very 
happy to greet you and the other comrades and especially our Past Commander- 
in-Chief, Comrade Gay of this Department, and to look into the faces of the com- 
rades and talk to you for afew minutes. Iam an Illinois boy, serving from Illinois 
in veteran regiment for the last year and a half of the war. I was 16 years and 2 
months of age when I left the school room and the home, and I was one of the 
youngest voters for Abraham Lincoln. It bothered me. I don’t know whether 
Massachusetts boys did the same thing with the soldiers in the field or not, but 
after the Battle of Altoona, the election was coming on, and I hesitated—1 didn’t 
think that as a minor I had any right to vote. My comrades wanted me to, but 
I kind of hung back, and finally one said, ‘‘Well, Johnnie, you’re old enough to 
shoot, aren’t you?” Well, I said to him, “I guess you know about that.”” I was one 
of the best shots in the regiment. And he said, ‘Well, if you’re old enough to 
shoot, you’re old enough to vote.’’ And I went up to the ballot box and voted 
for Abraham Lincoln before I was seventeen years of age. [Applause.] 

I was just an average young boy, no better and no worse than thousands and 
thousands in the service at that time who came in towards the close of the war, 
at least a year of the war, and I was never a sturdy boy but I was using the rifle 
all the time I was in the service up to the time of the Atlanta campaign. Lee, 
you remember, defeated different commanders of the Army of the Potomac, and 
President Lincoln turned to one after another. McClellan withdrew after the battle 
of Antietam, that bloody field where in one day nearly 23,000 men went down in 
fourteen hours of fighting on two sides. But it let in Grant.from the West, and 
while perhaps he wasn’t very successful in that respect, he had the stuff in ‘him, 
and he finally led the Army of the Potomac from battle to battle, through bloody 
scenes, some of the blocdiest battles of the war, some of the bloodiest battles of 
history when you consider the number engaged and the fatalities resulting from 
their engagements at the time, and he finally led us down to Appomatox and the 
surrender. 

Now, I do not intend to talk very long but I am glad to be here in this part of 
the program. I was here in 1890 and a youngster out at Waltham, and I have 
come back after 53 years to familiar scenes. My memory is good, and I have a 
recollection of places and events which is pretty keen. One thing after another 
comes back to me, and I think I got them all. So we are here today. Iam glad 
to see Boston again, and while I wasn’t born in Boston and only knew it by the 
fine men who came from Boston and hereabouts, Massachusetts men, my good 
comrades, William H. Cloudman, who was our superintendent i in the watch factory 
for years, and the Marshall brothers, who came on from Massachusetts, I got the 
idea that the atmosphere was rather cold for a westerner. But in the last two days 
I realize as never before that there are just as warm hearts here as anywhere else, 
and I have found nothing anywhere more cordial than the reception that has 
been accorded to me in the last few days since I came here. As Past Commander- 
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in-Chief Kirchgassner told you a little while ago, we had an interview in the Mayor’s 
office, and tomorrow we will see the Governor. 

The other day, Friday afternoon, I guess it was, we went down to Providence, 
and among the things that happened down there I was invited to go down to Hope. 
There lived an old comrade down there, and he had been made Department Com- 
mander, and of course he is the only Department Commander that that Depart- 
ment will ever have now because there is only one other comrade left and he is 
102 years old. They took me down there to meet him, and I found him slumped 
down in his room. It didn’t seem as though he was able to go through with it. 
They wanted me to go down and install him in the office of Department Commander. 
But he woke up after a little and brightened up and put up his hand, and I made 
rather short work of it, gave him the full obligations but he needed no instruction. 
And so I had that experience, but it is all a series of pleasant experiences, one 
after another, ever since I have been here, and for the few brief days that are 
before us I know that you will want to have nothing but the happiest of memories. 

And now, comrades, I think you in Massachusetts are interested in knowing 
where we are going to meet for our next Encampment. It will be in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. That will be our next meeting place. We did that last year by 
passing a motion that we would have our Encampment somewhere in the Middle 
West so as to make it as convenient as possible for those of us who can’t travel 
very far, so we made it for those who can attend the idaal place by the side of the 
lake where we have been before. We have been at Madison, Wisconsin, and have 
been at Milwaukee, Wisconsin, many years ago. 

Now, we are passing along, and somehow I feel that in all these days of stress, 
when some hearts fail and become weak and some think—I don’t know whether 
you ever heard it in the old Bay State, but we have heard more of it on the Coast— 
that we should suspend for the coming years. I have said everything against it. 
The rules and regulations provide that the Grand Army of the Republic shall 
have an annual Encampment, and so that Department like all the rest is going to 
have its Encampment again. It is the time, when the Grand Army of the Republic 
is still a mighty example of fine living and fine service through the years of peace 
as well as of war, to close up our ranks with the men of the Spanish war, the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, the American Legion, and all their auxiliaries and allied forces, 
_ to pull together along the lines that stand for patriotism. 

Personally, we know from the days of the Civil War, the importance of one fact, 
and that is the strong, free, courageous facing the future. We can’t entertain for 
one moment the thought of anything but victory for our arms and for the future 
downfall of Hitlerism in all its branches. We must conquer in the name of God 
and civilization and hold the nation and the world on the same lines, and may 
the day come soon when we shall see ushered in God’s eternal day of peace. 
[Applause. | 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Commander, we enjoyed your talk very much. I remember 
hearing about one of the boys who was under age and who wanted to enlist and they 
wouldn’t take him, so he wrote ‘18’ on a piece of paper and put it in his shoe 
and then he swore he was over 18. You didn’t do that, I take it? 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumseErR: May I take a minute or two more? 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Yes, certainly. 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF Dumser: There was a school boy in a district school in 
Northern Illinois who felt that he must enlist, and he gained permission of his school 
teacher to leave the room, and he walked on a bitter winter day, as cold as you 
have had here this last winter, down near zero—yes, it was down near zero, and 
you have had zero weather here, we have had such winters in Illinois; but this boy 
went down to his home city and tried to enlist. He told the truth about his age. 
He was 16 years and 2 months old and no more. They told him he would have to 
have his father’s consent. He happened to know where his father was that day, 
down in the Fox River Valley near the county seat, and he walked there that 
bitter day and found his father and offered him a blank paper to sign and the 
father said, ‘“No, my boy, you’re too young. I can’t let you go.”’ Well, this boy 
said, “Father, you’re a minister. For you it is out of the question. One or the 
other must go, and it is up to me.”’ He replied, “You’re too young, and I won’t 
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take the responsibility that rests upon a parent and let you go, because I don’t 
know that you will ever come back.”” The boy replied that there are lots of others 
that have gone and have come back safe—he was going. 

I went back to my home city, Elgin, Illinois, and I went into a saloon at wasn’t 
in the habit of going into saloons—and I wrote my father’s name on the dotted 
line and passed it in and was accepted. I went home and told mother and mother 
cried, as mothers always have cried and always will, to part with her boy for the 
service. It meant the breaking of home ties. I went in and stayed for 90 days 
on the firing line using a rifle. I thank you. [Applause.] 

SECRETARY PHinNEY: Commander, I have the honor this morning to present 
to you Mrs. Elizabeth M. Sanford, President of the United Spanish War Veterans 
Auxiliary, and Mrs. Blanche EK. Cupit, Department Secretary Spanish War 
Veterans Auxiliary. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Ladies, I welcome you here. I am always very glad to greet 

ou. 
fs PRESIDENT ELIZABETH M. Sanrorp: We are very happy to be here today, Com- 
mander, and we will present you with a McKinley pink. He was one of the com- 
rades of the Army. He was our War President. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: I thank you very much. 

PRESIDENT SANFORD: And I wish to extend to you greetings from the United 
Spanish War Veterans Auxiliary and to wish everything good possible for you. 
Please accept this little gift in this envelope which is for you. I also have pinks for 
your comrades and for Mrs. Phinney. 

I am all through, Comrade. Our Secretary would like to say a word. 

SECRETARY BuancHE E. Cuprr: Commander, I am very happy to be here with 
our Department President and extend to you my own personal greetings. 

PRESIDENT SANFORD: We are going to leave right away. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: We have a Spanish War Veterans Camp in our city, and I 
am on very good terms with them. I have always been invited to their functions 
and we are very good friends. They always turn out with us on Memorial Day, 
and some of them go to the cemeteries in the morning with me. 

(The delegation retires.] 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Commander, all the officers have been re-elected for another 

ear. 
: CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF Dumser: Good! 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Would you like to give us the obligation? 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumsER: You have a good comrade here to do it. 

ComrabE Gay: We want to give you that honor. [I lost it one time but now I 
am going to return it to you . 

COMMANDER ALDEN: We will be very glad to have you do it and do it now. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumsEr: Very well. 

[The newly-elected officers rise.] 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumseER: Comrades, you don’t need any instructions from 
me as to the duties of your offices. You know what they are. You simply con- 
tinue in the offices as you have heretofore and carry them on with the same efficiency 
that has always characterized you. You will raise your right hand and pronouce 
your, name after the word “I’’ and repeat after me the obligations of your office. 
| BRN Mae ae ae ne ABE oaee tae upon my word of honor as a man and a comrade of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, do solemnly promise that I will to the best of my abil- 
ity obey all the lawful orders of the Grand Army of the Republic and execute 
them with prudence and in obedience. Comrades, you are installed. I appre- 
ciate the honor. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Commander, we thank you again for the real service you 
have rendered to us. 

I now appoint Mrs. Phinney as Secretary of the Department of Massachusetts, 
Grand Army of the Republic. I have appointed Comrade Gay as Assistant 
Adjutant-General and Quartermaster-General of the Department of Massachusetts. 

ComrapE Gay: Commander, may I respond to my Commander-in-Chief? 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Certainly. 

ComRADE Gay: ConimianderinoChiet Dumser, please stand up. I know you 
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have some good legs to stand on. You know, Commander Dumser, we are very 
glad that you have come. You know it is a miracle. We haven’t had anybody 
from the Pacific Coast for a long, long while in the East, and I was not only sur- 
prised but I was astonished when I heard you were here. I am glad to have met 
you, and I know that you will fulfill the duties of your office because I am con- 
vinced that you have the ability, and I wish you, Commander, the best of luck all 
through this year. You will find the people here in the East are very cordial and 
hospitable, and I think that you will go back with very many kind remembrances 
of the people in the East. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF Dumssr: I certainly will, comrade. 

CoMRADE Gay: God bless you and help you to carry on. 

CoMMANDER-IN-CuiEF Dumssr: Thank you. That is what I say—Carry on, 
carry on. There is no stopping place. We can’t do anything else. The moment 
we stop we are through. 

ComRADE Gay: The moment we stop we’re done. 

CoMMANDER-IN-CureF Dumser: If we suspend our Encampment one year we 
will find it very difficult to come back again. 

SECRETARY PHinNrey: Wouldn’t it be a nice gesture from this convention if we 
sent a card of greetings and good wishes to our Adjutant-General, Russell Martin? 
I know it would make him very happy. 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF Dumszr: It certainly would. 

SECRETARY PuHinneEy: I will get the card and then have the comrades sign it. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Comrades, the businesss for this meeting has been attended 
to, and we will now adjourn and meet here tomorrow morning at ten o’clock.

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander, I have the honor to present to you the fol- 
lowing:—Past Commander-in-Chief William L. Anderson, Past Department Com- 
mander, H. Harding Hale, and William S. George of Camp 61, Sons of Union 
Veterans. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Brothers, I am very glad to meet you. We would like to 
hear from you. 

Past COMMANDER-IN-CurEF WrutiAM L. ANDERSON, Sons of Union Veterans: 
Commander Alden, and the-precious survivors of the Union Army, I am very pleased 
_ indeed to be able to come here to you this morning with brother members of the Sons 
of Union Veterans of the Civil War, and I bring to you the greetings and the best 
wishes of your Sons, the sons of your comrades who fought side by side with you 
over eighty years ago. 

It is a pleasure for us Sons of Veterans to come into your convention and see men 
who answered the call of Lincoln, men who made it possible for us to have today a 
United States of America. You have nothing to fear, my comrades, as to the per- 
petuity and the preservation of our country and of the flag you were willing to 
sacrifice your lives for. No, you have nothing to fear, because the generation of 
today fully understands the sacrifices you made to keep these United States together 
and to give us this country which we are glad to call America. And the genera- 
tions of today are now on the fourteen battlefronts of this global war, fighting for 
the same ideals and for the same principles that you men fought for under the 
command of your own Commander-in-Chief, Abraham Lincoln. And what was 
the result of that war that you men so nobly fought? What was the climaxing 
feature of that war? I believe it was the surrender of General Lee to General 
Grant. And when General Lee offered his sword in surrender to General Grant, 
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he did not accept that sword. He told him to keep it, and he told him to tell his 
men to go back to their homes and take with them their mules and their horses 


that they might till the ground, and we know what that meant to an impoverished — 


army. And then when Lee asked General Grant what the terms of the surrender 
were to be, he said, “Unconditional surrender, and because of that unconditional 
surrender Grant then said, ‘‘Let us have peace,” and we have had peace for many, 
many years after that climax of the Civil War. 

I believe that history repeats itself to the extent that the words of Grant have 
again been heard, not only in the United States of America but throughout the 
world, because of the fact that only recently the President of the United States, 
the America of today, when he met the officials of the allied forces in North Africa, 
and the question arose as to what the conditicns would be of the surrender, our 
President said, the same as Grant said, Unconditional surrender of the Axis, and 
because of that I believe when this war is over we will have peace, as Grant said, 
not only for the United States of America, but for the entire world. 

Now, who made all this possible? If it were not for the sacrifices of you men 
we wouldn’t have any United States of America today to fight for. ‘The world 
today, all over the world today the peoples of the world are looking to America for 
peace, for comfort, for happiness and a right to worship God as they see fit, and we 


your sons and our sons, are going to battle along those same lines. Weare thankful | 


for your service in the years gone by and we are glad to be in your presence and 
happy to be citizens of the United States of America. 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander-in-Chief, there is a gentleman here to take 
you to the Governor. ; 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumseEr:: Me? 

SECRETARY PuiNney: Yes, he is waiting; and as the Governor is behind schedule, 
he wants you to ccme right away, and I have sent for Brother Kirchgassner. 

[Commander-in-Chief Dumser retires at this point.] 

Past COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF ANDERSON: Commander, now may I present Past 
Department Ccmmander H. Harding Hale. 

Past DEPARTMENT COMMANDER H. Harpine Hag, Sons of Union Veterans: 
Commander and members of the Seventy-Seventh Convention and Encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, few in numbers are you, but the quality is 
100%. I sensed that of late years more than ever these comrades have come 
together to remember the days of their service for the Union, to call back those 
youthful days of vigor and eagerness to serve Abraham Lincoln and to follow the 
Flag through to victory. It is not for us to take the center of the stage, so to speak, 
with you, but we can sympathize with you particularly at this time, Commander 
and comrades, because cf my particular task of preparing an historical sketch of 
the career of cur Massachusetts Department, Sons of Union Veterans, over sixty 
years of life and service, and I have ccme clcser up than ever before with some of 
the great figures of your noble Grand Army of the Republic. I remember coming 
across the records of the 1803 Encampment, when at-our banquet we heard the 
voices—let me see if I can remember them. They were prominent heroes who 
came before that banquet. One was Assistant United States Treasurer Mardy, 


Corporal James Tanner, John E. Gilman, Sr., William M. Olin, Department Com- - 


mander of the Grand Army, your own long-time predecessor, and Dwight O. Judd. 
You remember all those important and most eloquent veterans who were then in 
the flower of condition back there, just forty years ago. And at that time our order 
was composed of young men; the Grand Army men being in such a fine state of 
vigor that many of our Sons of Veterans back there forty years ago felt as if they 
were all dressed up in bright military uniforms with no place to go because the 
duties of the Grand Army could well be handled by the ample numbers and by the 
physical condition which permitted them to do everything that seemed to be 
called for to bring to the public and to the communities where they were, the 
story of the Civil War. But a great deal of time has passed since then, and it has 
done things to the Grand Army of the Republic, and it is with sorrow that in 
later years we have gone to funeral after funeral of some of the men that we have 
heard and loved and hung upon their words of their experiences in the bitter 
struggles of ’61-’65.

The last of those sad events was on the 7th of April, I believe, only a few days ago, 
so that we all have fresh in our memories of seeing for the last time the face of 
a most beloved Past Department Commander—John E. Bronson, _ I felt a peculiar 
sense of less in him because I came to know him so well and know of his days of 
service in the Civil War and came to admire the manliness and loyalty of John E. 
Bronson. And how he did tell stories of the Civil War! How grateful we are that 
we were here to listen to those stories and to his recollections of the historic and 
memorable events leading up, as Comrade Bronson told us, to the day at Appo- 
matox, the final scene of the Civil War. 

But there are other figures that we miss, and you know who they are. I have 
just given the latest instance as typical of the sort of men that we have come to 
emulate in their patriotism, because it cost them something, and we are learning 
today that liberty does cost something, and we have begun to pay the cost, and 
many of us in 1943 have only begun to pay the cost. Many of us have come right 
up against the necessity of doing something for the liberties that we enjoy. But 
as I look a bit into the future I feel that after we have paid our part of the cost 
of perpetuating these liberties we still feel we have a greater stake in our America 
and that we can enter more fully into a feeling of partnership with our democracy. 

It is easy to talk long but I am not going to, except to just bring out of my heart 
these sentiments of sympathy and appreciation that we men of mature age have 
come to have of all you did and all you dared—to preserve for us and for America 
today these priceless institutions and privileges of citizenship. [Applause.] 

Past COoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF ANDERSON: Commander, allow me to present Past 
Commander George. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Comrades, I have the pleasure of presenting Past Com- 
mander George. 

Past CoMMANDER WiLLIAM 8. GEorGE: Commander and comrades, after the 
brilliant speakers whom you have heard there is not much I can say, but I do most 
thoroughly appreciate what you comrades have gonethrough. Ihave gone through 
it myself. I had three years of service and I have a boy in service.- I am proud 
to be affiliated with an order which is connected with the G.A.R. That is all I 
have to say. ‘Thank you. [Applause.] 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Comrade Gay, can I ask you to respond to the three 
gentlemen from the Sons who have talked to us? 

CoMRADE Gay: I will do the very best Ican. You Sons of Union Veterans of the 
Civil War, I want to say in the beginning that this convention that we have held 
here does not seem like a convention to me. Just for a moment look at the vacant 
' seats here. Where are our boys? Where are they? They are gone. And really 
for me it is not a convention. You know, I have absorbed today all the remarks 
that have been made by you Sons of Union Veterans. You won’t have many 
times more to respond to the Grand Army of the Republic. We are about through. 
Our day is very nearly through. We have done all we could, and by and by the 
roll will be called for the last member of the Grand Army of the Republic. I want 
to say to you with all the earnestness at my command what I feel like. But I 
realize that ere long the last member of the Grand Army of the Republic will be 
no more on earth. Those are facts. 

But there is one more thing I wanted to say to you. You have been very loyal 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, you Sons of Union Veterans, and you know 
at the eleventh hour I have the honor of being one of your Sons, the infant of the 
whole organization! [Laughter.] But I am very happy. I am proud that 
you are here. I want you to believe what Iam saying. I have done what I could 
do for the Grand Army of the Republic, and if I have achieved and done anything 
that is worth while, 1 am happy. I am not going to keep you and take your 
valuable time. But God bless you. I love you,—Ido,andIamsincere. It won’t 
be long before getting the call, and it will be a good deal like the draft: I’ll have to go, 
that is all. That is about the idea. Now I am going to say, not goodby—I don’t 
like that. word—but I am going to say au revoir, God bless you! 

[The delegation retires, and a delegation from the Sons of Union Veterans 
Auxiliary enters.] 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander, I am happy to present to you Mrs. Flora A. S. 
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Whitney, Past National President, Sons of Union Veterans Auxiliary, Mrs. Minnie I. 
Cole, Past President of Auxiliary 53 of Orange; and Mrs. Jessie Wells, Past I. & I. 
Officer of Auxiliary 78. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Ladies, I am very glad to greet you here this morning. 
You are one of the auxiliaries of the Grand Army and always willing to do some- 
thing for us. In my home town the numbers are much depleted. We had origin- 
ally two posts. We had two Relief Corps. For a long time there weren’t any 
Daughters, but now there is a very nice Tent of Daughters there, and they are more 
active than the older auxiliaries. We will be glad to hear from you. 

Past NATIONAL PRESIDENT FLorA A. S. WuitNnEy, Sons of Union Veterans 
Auailiary: Department Commander Alden, Past Commander Chief Comrade Gay, 
and your comrades here today, I want to express to you what is in my heart. I 
can’t say any more than what has already been said. I certainly was proud that 
our Department President appointed me as chairman of-the committee to come with 
greetings to you boys. I have come with greetings so many times when you met 
down in Faneuil Hall, when that hall would be packed to its limits, and to come here 
today and see you few makes it seem a very long, long time back there to the days 
at Faneuil Hall when I used to go there in 1903, 1904, and up to 1910. And I know 
that we as an Auxiliary will do all we can and all we will to perpetuate your memory. 
You will always be with us as long as we have an auxiliary. The spirit that you 
have shown to us has been splendid, and I want to say, Comrade Alden, that our 
Department wants me to present to you this gift, and may you enjoy it and have 
lots of fun and lots of pleasure out of it. I know you will. And think of us, that 
we will do all we can at all times for you and your comrades. [Applause.] 

Past PRESIDENT Minniz I. Cote: Commander, as a daughter of a veteran, I 
want simply to assure you that I regard this as the highest honor that could ever 
come to me, to come today with the Chairman of the Greetings Committee, and 
all I can say is just God bless you. Thank you. [Applause.] 

Mrs. Jessizr Weiits: Commander Alden, Past National Commander-in-Chief 
Gay, and comrades, it gives me a great deal of pleasure to come down here today. 
It is the first time that I have been present with the greetings committee, and I 
was so glad when our President put me on this committee to the Grand Army, and 
I want to wish for you a lot of success and happiness in the future. [Applause.] 

COMMANDER ALDEN: I thank you very much for this gift. It is very liberal, and 
. I wish to extend my thanks to the order. J am very glad to meet all of you ladies, 
and I wish we had more of the comrades. here. I am one of the oldest members 
left now. You know we have one comrade that is 100 years old? They held a 
reception for Comrade George Washington Thomas in Middleboro on his birthday. 
That is the reason he was named George Washington, because he had the same 
birthday as George Washington, and they had a very large number there to greet 
him. Our Comrade Bronson from Dedham came in and he seemed very well and 
full of life that day. He told me that he had cut up four cords of wood last fall. 
I think that might have affected his health. He died very suddenly this month. 
George Washington Thomas was born on Washington’s birthday, and he said, “I 
am a descendant from Miles Standish.”’ I said, “So amIJI. Iam a direct descen- 
dant from John Alden on my father’s side and from Miles Standish on my mother’s 
side.’”? Now I will ask Comrade Gay to respond. 

Comrapg Gay: Commander and ladies of our allied organization, you know it is a 
privilege, we consider it a great privilege, to have you in here bringing to us, the 
remnants of the Grand Army of the Republic, your greetings, and it is pathetic. 
Last September, when I went to my convention at Indianapolis, I did not take a 
comrade with me. We had no markers between the seats bearing the word 
‘‘Massachusetts.’’? I was the only one. And going out on the train, it brought 
very serious memories to me in regard to the people that were on that train. There 
was hardly one that I knew. And not so long ago from the South Station we used 
to pull out in a train of 16 or 17 cars. On the headlights of the engine was the 
insignia of the organization. And then it was more pathetic to me after we 
reached there and viewing the audience beforeme. Isaid Yes, here are the members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic from the North, South, East and West. And 
then when my memory reverted back to these boys as I knew them in their youth, 
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not all of them, because they were from different sections of the South—stalwart, 
able boys, brilliant, good intellect, fine physique, could fight like fury and did, 
those men there at that particular time—I said, ‘‘For God’s sake, what Time has 
done to you boys!”’ 

Soon we will be called home and you ladies will not have to come in here to 
bring your greetings to the Grand Army of the Republic. That is what time does, 
and, as I told my comrades just a few moments ago, it doesn’t seem to me really 
that we are holding a convention. One thing that takes my memory back is this,— 
that when I look at our allied organizations who assemble at the different hotels 
that is the life of this reunion here. 

Now, as I said to the Sons, we can’t tell how long it will be. I have lived a great 
deal longer than my allotted time, and by and by I shall have to answer that roll 
eall. But I want to say to you ladies right here today from the bottom of my heart 
that you have been a most noble, loyal set of ladies to the Grand Army of the 
Republic. And I want you to know that the Grand Army boys, if they could rise 
and tell you, they would tell you how they revere you. We know what you are 
organized for. You have kept the faith. You organized for a specific purpose, and 
that was the upkeep of your sires. You knew that the boys were growing old and 
that we would need your assistance, and mostly have you lived up to the things 
that you said you would do. And God bless you. I would love to say lots more to 
you but I can’t. Iam so glad to greet you here. Just go back to your organiza- 
tions and say to them, “The comrades say God bless you all. Carry on, carry on.”’ 

Mrs. Wuitnry: Comrade Gay, I want to thank you for those words you have 
expressed to us. I have worked for the Grand Army and in our Auxiliary of the 
Sons of Union Veterans for 51 years, and I think we will keep on working and do 
all we can, and I pray that I may be able to when I have lived beyond my three 
score years and ten. 

(The delegation is escorted from the room by Secretary Phinney who re-enters 
with a delegation from the Ladies of the G. A. R. ] 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander, I have the pleasure of presenting to you this 
morning Mrs. Annie Santos, Past Department President of the Ladies of the G.A.R. 
and the present Department Secretary, Mrs. Gladys Newton, National President, 
from Charleston, West Virginia, to speak to you. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: I am very glad to greet you ladies. May we hear from 
you now? 

Mrs.-ANNIE Santos, Past Department President, Ladies of the G.A.R.: Depart- 
ment Commander Alden, it is a great pleasure to me to come to you today repre- 
senting our Department President, and I have a great pleasure in presenting to 
you just this small personal gift for you alone from our Department. May it 
give you a lot of pleasure. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: I thank you very much. Please extend my thanks to your 
Department. 

Mrs. Guapys Newton, National President: Department Commander, Past 
Commander-in-Chief Gay, Comrades and our own Secretary Mrs. Phinney: It is 
a privilege and an honor I shall always cherish to bring greetings to you at your 
Encampment today from our National organization of the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and to pledge to you that we shall always carry on and 
shall carry your name as one of the sacred duties as well as the privilege of our 
lives, and we shall never let you down, as they say. We will always do anything 
for you that you command, and if we can be of service to you we will do whatever 
you want us to do at any time. Don’t hesitate to ask us. We hope you are having 
a very fine time here. You haven’t many comrades but we do pray for you and 
for the success of your Encampment, and we trust that we shall always carry the 
Flag as high as you held it in ’61-65. ; 

(The delegation retires, escorted by Secretary Phinney, and at this point Com- 
mander-in-Chief Dumser re-enters followed by a delegation from the Daughters 
of Union Veterans of the Civil War.] 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Now, Commander Alden, this is a pleasant surprise. I 
don’t think I need to introduce-these ladies. They are your Daughters from 
Tent 77. This is just a little surpri8e! for Fou this morning so they could come 
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to your convention, and I know you are very happy to receive them. I present 
Sister Emma Johnson, President of Tent 77 Daughters of Union Veterans. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: I am very pleased to greet you all and to hear from you. 

Mrs. Emma JoHNsSON: Commander Alden, it is a pleasure for me to come here - 
today to this convention. We hope you have a very pleasant convention. I 
understand you are going to continue for another year. Now, in behalf of Tent 77 
of New Bedford, we give you this little gift for yourself, and if at any time there is 
anything we can do for you, if you would just let us know, we will be only too glad 
to do it. 

ComMANDER ALDEN: I thank you very much. I thank you for this gift and for 
coming here with such a large representation from my home town. 

Mrs. JoHnson: And Sister Phinney, here is a little remembrance from Tent 77 
to you. 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Oh, isn’t this lovely!) Thanks a lot, Sister Johnson. You 
know just what you girls mean to me, and I could hardly wait for the time to 
come when you would be here this morning. I know Comrade Alden just wants 
to have the pleasure of you girls expressing your greetings to him. I now introduce 
Sister Charlotte Van Curen. : 

Mrs. CHarLoTTE VAN CurEN: Commander, I am very pleased to be here this 
morning. It is one of the happiest moments of my life. And I am so glad you 
are going in again, and our home town has you still at the head of the Grand Army. 
I hope that you will have a most successful and happy year and will be well, and 
if there is anything at any time that any of us can do, we are always ready. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Thank you. : 

Mrs. FLorencE DarrinEE: Commander Alden, just remain seated, please, 
because we have a rather large delegation here. You know, it just feels as if we 
were at home. We extend to you our best wishes for a very happy convention and 
a very happy year, and we hope we will see you often in New Bedford. I was 
so sorry to miss you Sunday but I had to be home and I was not able to be there 
but I thought of you that day. 

The remaining members of the delegation Mrs. Pearl Dyer, Mrs. Victoria 
Denesha, and Miss Amelia Denesha, extended a few words of greeting to the 
Commander. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Well, we have had a fine delegation here from our Tent. 
Are there any more of your members here in Boston? 

Mrs. JoHnson: No, these are all. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Well, you did well. Commander-in-Chief, these ladies 
have all come from my home city. 

CoMMANDER-IN-CurEF Dumssr: Isn’t that fine! 

COMMANDER ALDEN: They are all daughters of veterans. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DUMSER: That i is, from New Bedford? 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Yes. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumseEr: That is fine. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Mrs. Phinney organized that Tent some years ago, and she 
comes down to New Bedford to install the new officers every year. 
CoMMANDER-1N-CHiEF Dumser: It was my high privilege yesterday to install 
you and your officers again for the ensuing year. It is a high pleasure for me at 
this time to greet you ladies from New Bedford this morning. I want to tell you 
that a short time before I left home I was contacted by the Past Commander-in- 
Chief of the Sons who lives down in Los Angeles, in the interest of the Highway 
which begins at the Atlantic end, I think in your own city. That is right, isn’t it? 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Yes. ~ 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumseEr: Well, that Grand Army highway, while it has 
been stopped perhaps temporarily at the state line of Iowa, is marked and in 
use all the way through, but it is marked to that point, and I think we will take 
care of that point as rapidly as possible. But I was informed of the condition of 
things, and a new bill has been submitted by a representative of the South and 
had an appropriation, and he wanted to know what I could do about it. This 
Governor, Earl Warren, is one of the noblest of men and one of the ablest of gover- 
nors. He has a wonderful family of children and a beautiful wife, and they are all 
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friends of mine. I went to Sacramento and saw him, and he called in the chairman 
of the committee that had that bill in charge, and after he had said to me, “‘I am 
heartily in support cf it and I want to see this bill pass; we’ll take care of the 
California end,” and he called in the chairman and presented each to the other, 
and he himself was the spokesman, and said, ‘I wish you would take this bill right 
out of its pigeonhole and present it for adoption without loss of time.’’ It was done, 
and the day before yesterday we heard from there by telegraph that the bill had 
passed the Legislature and was in the hands of the Senate and without any doubt 
it would be passed there. So I think you will be happy this morning to have that 
little information, and that bill is providing for the Pacific end of the Grand Army 
highway in which you are interested. I just want to say to you one and all, God 
bless you in all your lives. [Applause.] 

(The delegation is escorted from the room by Secretary Phinney, who shortly 
returns with another delegation from the Daughters of Union Veterans of the 
Civil War.] 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander Alden, I am very proud and happy this morn- 
ing to present to you this greetings committee from the Daughters of Union Veterans 
of the Civil War—the chairman, Sister Hazel B. Latter, Past Department President; 
National President, Sister Erma H. Chaplin ‘of Oakland, California; Sister 
Katharine R. A. Flood, National Secretary G.A.R. and Past National President; 
Sister Mabelle H. Gooding, Past Department President; Sister Velma MacKay, 
Department Patriotic Instructor; and Sister Boright, Comrade Staples’ daughter 
from Leominster. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: Ladies, I am very happy to see you here this morning. I 
can’t call you by name because I can’t remember them, but I will certainly be glad 
to hear from you. 

Mrs. Hazex B. Larrsr, Past Department President: I am going to introduce them, 
Comrade. Dear Comrade Alden, I don’t know of anything that makes us any 
happier than to come to this convention to greet you, and as chairman of this com- 
mittee from the Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War, I extend to you the 
greetings of the whole Department of Massachusetts, Daughters of Union Veterans. 
We love you and we love to come to your convention. We love to have you come 
toours. There is nothing which gives us more pleasure. And I am going to present 
to you our National President of the Daughters of Union Veterans, Sister Erma 
Chaplain. She is going to say a word to you. 

ComMMANDER ALDEN: It is a great pleasure to shake hands with the National 
President. 

Mrs. Erma H, Cuapuin, National President: Commander, it is a rare privilege 
to be entitled to attend your convention this morning, and I want to bring to you 
the greetings of the National officers of the Daughters of Union Veterans of the 
Civil War. It is a high privilege to meet with our comrades. 

Mrs. Latter: Next, Past Department President of Massachusetts, Sister Mabelle 
Gooding. She lives in New York, but she is still in the Massachusetts Department: 
and is a good friend of ours. 

Mrs. MABeL_Le Goopina, Past Department President: Commander, I am awfully 
glad to have this chance to visit you. I was afraid that you were going to say 
that I belonged to New York, but I still belong to Massachusetts, and I am so 
happy to have this chance to greet you this morning. 

COMMANDERD ALDEN: Thank you. 

Mrs. Larrer: Department Patriotic Instructor, Sister Velma MacKay. 

Mrs. Vetma MacKay, Department Patriotic Instructor: Comrade Alden and com- 
rades. No greater pleasure can come to me than to bring a message to you today 
in behalf of the Massachusetts Department and presenting to your Department 
this little gift. If it isn’t enough don’t hesitate to call on us. The Daughters 
are very willing to do what we can for you. Also, I have a little gift for you per- 
sonally from the Department. This is a little personal gift to you. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Thank you very much. I am very glad to have you with 
us, and I wish you would extend the thanks of our Department to your organiza- 
tion for these gifts. 
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Mrs. Latter: Now, Commander, this is Comrade Staples’ daughter, Sister 
Boright from Leominster. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Oh, yes. I am very glad to meet you. 

Mrs. Larrer: I think you need no introduction to the next speaker, who is 
Sister Katharine Flood, the National Secretary of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Oh, yes, I know her very well indeed, and I am glad to 
welcome you here. 

Miss KaTHarine R. A. Fuioop, National Secretary: Oh, you remember me! 
You see, I used to run around the streets of New Bedford when I visited my father’s 
brother and his sister’s husband, both of whom were members of Post 1 in New 
Bedford; so I feel almost like a resident of New Bedford, I have been there so much. 
My father enlisted in New Bedford, and his brother enlisted in the Navy at New 
Bedford, so I feel as if I have some claim on New Bedford. And then Grandfather 
is buried there, my father’s father, and so New Bedford does represent a lot to me, 
and I feel as though I am a part of New Bedford. I want to congratulate you, 
Comrade, on your year just past and on the year ahead of you, and I wish for you 
all the luck and success possible, and a year from now may we alli be here again. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: I thank you again. 

SECRETARY PHINNEY: Commander Alden, you did not look in this envelope, 
but there is a check for $125 for our Department from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ments, Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War, and I think that is a wonder- 
ful gift. ; 

Mrs. Latrer: And there is more if they need it. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Well, I think that needs a little bit of thanks. I don’t 
think I could express our gratitude for that donation. I think you should hear 
from Mrs. Phinney in better words than I can express. 

Miss Fioop: We don’t want thanks. We are proud that we can do it and hope 
we can continue to do it much longer. 

SECRETARY Putnney: I am going to turn this over to the Quartermaster-General 
and then I am going to take it right away from him and put it in the bank. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: It is a very generous gift. 

At this point in the proceedings, a very touching scene occurred. The ladies in 
the delegation sang the following song to the comrades:

Presipent Harstat: Commander Alden, I am very pleased to present to you 
our National Press Correspondent, Miss Maude Nolan, from New York. 

COMMANDER ALDEN: We are very happy to meet you. 

Miss MaupE A. NoLtan: Commander Alden and comrades of my father, I am 
very happy this morning to come to you as the representative of our National 
President, Mrs. Louise Haider, of Santa Barbara, California.

[And so, at 12:10 p.m., the Seventy-Seventh Encampment of the Department of 
Massachusetts, Grand Army of the Republic, adjourned.] 


UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDING 


At the conclusion of the Encampment, the comrades and their attendants and 
friends were the guests at a luncheon tendered to them by the Hon. Maurice J. 
Tobin, Mayor of the City of Boston. The luncheon was served in the Oval Room 
of the Hotel Bradford on Wednesday, April 14, 1943, at 1 p.m. 

During the luncheon beautiful corsage bouquets were distributed to the ladies 
present with the compliments of his Honor, the Mayor. 

Following the singing of “The Star Spangled Banner’”’ by the assembly, his 
Honor, the Mayor, opened the postprandial proceedings. 

Mayor Tosin: Commander Dumser, Distinguished Guests and Members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic and various auxiliary organizations:—It is a 
pleasure for me to have the privilege of joining with you at luncheon today. At 
the outset I would like to express my regret at my failure to arrive ontime. Those 
of you who have been in public office can apprceiate how the Mayor’s office, especi- 
ally in times like these, is a very busy place, and that much time is spent conferring 
with many delegations and agencies: That is what happened to me today. 

I want to present to you the various people at the head table. We have on the 
extreme left Mrs. Gladys Newton, National President of the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. [Applause.] 
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Mrs. Mary L. Stapleton, National President of the Auxiliary of the Sons of 
Union Veterans. [Applause.] te 

Comrade George N. Alden, Department Commander of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. [Applause.] 

John Fahey, representing John E. Lee, Department Commander, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. [Applause.] 

Col. Fred Stopford, Department Commander, United Spanish War Veterans. — 
[Applause.] 

We have a gentleman who is very kind to all the veterans of all the wars. He is 
here in person and is also representing his Excellency, the Governor—Ray Long, 
Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions. [Applause.] 

Starting on the extreme right, Miss Maude A. Nolan, representing the National 
President of the Woman’s Relief Corps. [Applause.] 

Mrs. Erma H. Chaplin, National President of the Daughters of Union Veterans. 
[Applause.] 

Dr. John H. Hall, Department Commander of the American Legion. [Applause.] 

Henry Towle, Commander-in-Chief, Sons of Union Veterans. [Applause.] 

Representing the Commissioner of Insurance in the Commonwealth, Mr. Edmund 
S. Cogswell. [Applause.] 

I introduce to you now, because I know we would like to hear from the Depart- 
ment Commander of the Grand Army, Comrade Alden, to open the meeting. 

CoMMANDER ALDEN: Mayor Tobin and friends gathered here today, I think this 
is a splendid opportunity to thank you for your kindness, not only today but in the 
past, when we have been invited to take dinner with you. I do not think it is 
possible for me to make a speech exactly, but I tender to you my thanks on the 
part of the Grand Army and all affiliated organizations, including the world war 
veterans. I think it is a splendid occasion. We had here only four comrades, 
and the fifth one included the Commander-in-Chief from California, so there were 
only four of our comrades. He made the fifth one. That shows you how we com- 
rades are dropping off. We lost one comrade from Dedham on the seventh day of 
this month. Last year he was here in apparently good health. They will be drop- 
ping off one by one and soon there won’t be any more Grand Army. I thank you 
again for your kindness. [Applause.] 

Mayor Tosin: Well, I do believe that every living American appreciates the debt 
he owes to the members of the Grand Army of the Republic. They engaged in the 
most terrific war that civilization had ever seen up to that time, and more lives 
were lost and more men engaged than in any war up until World War No.1. They 
did preserve for us the Union intact. It took four difficult years, probably the most 
trying and difficult years this nation will ever know or ever see. Apparently they 
always had confidence that victory would eventually come because reverses cer- 
tainly were suffered by the Union side for quite some period of time, and I think 
too readily we accept the great and tremendous sacrifices made by so many mem- 
bers of the Grand Army who never had a chance to join this organization because 
they never left the field of battle. There they made the supreme sacrifice, and 
this grand organization has left this record, that there shall be a Grand Army of 
the Republic and a National Encampment as long as there is only one Grand Army 
man left, and then when the last Grand Army man passes on to his eternal reward 
there is to be no more Grand Army of the Republic. 

I am quite certain that no matter for what time or under what conditions this 
annual convention is held, it will always make a deep impression upon the Amer- 
ican people, and I think in the year 1943 the convention that is to be held, I be- 
lieve, in Milwaukee, will make a still deeper impression upon the American people, 
because they will realize that we would not be the independent, big, virile nation 
that we are today but for the victory that had been won in arms by the men of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. ; 

I am pleased to see such vigorous leadership as the Grand Army still seems able 
to secure. Comrade Gay, Commander-in-Chief a year ago, a member of the 
Massachusetts Department of the Grand Army, and now a resident in the neigh- 
boring state of New Hampshire, was certainly vigorous and active during his 
administration; and all we had to do was to see Comrade Dumser to know that he 
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is a man who demanded our admiration for the full vigor of his mentality, a man 
with a full appreciation of all the problems that confront America at this time. 
And the delegates to the convention are certainly to be commended for the judg- 
ment that they used to have this sacred American organization continued. 

I would like to say to Commander Dumser that it is a great pleasure for us to 
have you here today. We think it remarkable that you are able to be here 3,000 
miles away from your home in Oakland. He certainly knows all about our 
neighboring cities here, their past and present. He certainly is abreast of current 
affairs, and his views on very many problems are timely and helpful. It is a pleasure 
to welcome you here, Commander, and I certainly trust that your whole year as 
National Commander will bring you a great deal of pleasure, and that you are 
going to enjoy good health to carry you through the year and enable you to per- 
form your duties as National Commander, and I hope sincerely that you are going 
to see peace come to the world before your reign is over, or shortly thereafter. 
It gives me great pleasure to present to you the National Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, Comrade John 8. Dumser. [Loud applause, all 
rising. 

eee eee ae Dumser: Mr. Mayor and your associates in the govern- 
ment of this splendid, old, historic City of Boston: I am profoundly stirred by your 
laudatory remarks and your comprehension of what has been accomplished. It 
means a good deal. J am glad to be in your presence today. 

I take it very much to heart—no blame can be attached to anyone, but I do 
feel that at this moment, assembled as we. are, unfortunately one member, one 
national head, is missing. California has supplied the three national heads, and 
Mrs. Haider of the Woman’s Relief Corps is not with us because she went down 
to Connecticut today. But here we are, and we had our assembly of the six national 
heads constituting the Grand Army family, and we have been considering an 
important question, and we settled, with the aid of our executive committee, upon 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, for the coming National Encampment. I shall not take 
any time to discuss that part of it at all, the difficulties we experienced and how we 
overcame them. Miss Flood and myself are here today, and words cannot express 
our feeling about this city. Miss Flood, whose home is at Newton where she was 
born, is right here in this room at this moment. But I realize in this day of ours 
the vexatious problems that affect so many and the relationship of America. to the 
great world problems that are before us. I recognize the importance of the unity, 
unity of purpose, of understanding, knowing each other’s minds, and in all honesty 
and with all reason and judgment we can command to be ready to do our best, 
whatever that best might be. 

I am glad, as I said, that there is such a happy relationship between all the men 
whe have seen service under the Stars and Stripesin war. I was a member of that 
mighty host that rose to defend the Union and take the black stain off the Flag, 
that made the black man free under God and Abraham Lincoln, and I am so glad 
that the South is with us today, that there is no South, no North,-no East or West, 
and that the Stars and Stripes is our flag everywhere. We all have our memories, 
and I have lots of friends imthe South, but I am glad that in this great crisis we 
are a united nation. Iam glad we have the Spanish War men when we quit ranks as 
the Grand Army, which once numbered when I was here in 1890 almost exactly 
410,000 members. Our enlisted force numbered something in excess of two million 
and a quarter men. My regiment hasn’t a single survivor except the speaker, 
and that is true of many others. Through the years that have elapsed from our 
ranks Presidents have been chosen by the people, Judges of the Supreme Court, 
Governors, men prominent in public life through all these generations. Wemadea 
large contribution to the welfare and the growth and the solidity of this great 
nation of ours, and I am glad today that the Spanish War Veterans, the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and the American Legion are all in the closest possible harmony. 
I see no cloud upon the sky anywhere so far as these men are concerned. 

Comrades and sisters, there never was a time in the history of the nation, as the 
Mayor has said, when we needed closer cooperation and coordination and with clear 
vision as to our duty under the present appeals to patriotism and devotion and 
readiness for any service, whether it is the purchase of bonds or support of the Red 
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Cross or blood storage for the wounded,—whatever it may be we all seek the 
general welfare with a single eye to the ultimate victory, and under God we must 
put down all that stands against us today that would destroy civilization and come 
out in the clear light of God’s face, which will bring us eternal peace. [Loud 
applause, all rising. | 

Mayor Tosin: It is not quite appropriate to say anything after the Commander 
has talked, but these thoughts were running through my mind as he was speaking. 
He has lived through the Civil War, although wounded. He went to live in Cali- 
fornia after a great empire had been built, and that empire had been built after 
his service up to the time that he went to live there. And I was thinking of the 
great benefits that have accrued to mankind as the result of industry and science 
since he left his home and served in an Illinois regiment on the Union side. We 
did not have such things as electric lights, elevators, telephones, radio—in fact, 
almost all of the things that we accept today, which came through the great ad- 
vances of science and invention. Since this man served as a boy, performing his 
duty in the great war, we have seen the building of the railroads to the west, binding 
the West to the Union. That work continued for many years after the completion 
of his service and the victory that was won at Appomatox Court House. I don’t 
_ know how many years it took but I should judge it probably was eight to ten before 
we acquired a railroad binding us to the West. The Indians controlled the greater 
part of the territory for many years following the Civil War. He has lived to see 
this great nation of ours march from the Mississippi River clear across to the 
Pacific Ocean. Indeed you have lived, Commander Dumser, through the era of 
greatest progress in the life of America. [Loud applause.] 

ComMMANDER DumseEr: I voted for Abraham Lincoln before I was 17 years of age. 
Soldiers qualified me on the field regardless of age, and I was permitted to vote 
three weeks before I was 17 years of age. I voted for Abraham Lincoln and I have 
voted for every President since. 

Mayor Topix: We might ask here if you ever voted for any Democrats! 
[ Laughter.] : 

CoMMANDER DumseEr: I did when I thought they were the better men. 

Mayor Tosin: Before we close I am sure we should all like to hear from 
Miss Flood, the National Secretary of the Grand Army, who I understand was 
born in this state. 

Miss KaTuarinE R. A. Fitoop: Mr. Mayor, I am proud that I came from 
Massachusetts, and I don’t hesitate to tell them any place that I vote in Massachu- 
setts and pay my income tax there. But, Mr. Mayor, our Commander-in-Chief 
is the happiest man you have ever seen. Last night he was so weary he could 
hardly walk. Everyone has been wonderful to him, and I know that he is greatly 
surprised at the warmth of the hospitality and friendship extended to him here. I 
know that in other parts of the country we in Massachusetts have a reputation for 
being very cold to strangers. I tell them it is because we do not know them, but 
once we do we take them to our hearts. So I think he has been deeply impressed 
by the people here. We all love him and take him to our hearts. [Applause.] 

CoMMANDER-IN-CHIEF DumsEeR: Nothing could be warmer than the mani- 
festations of friendship and esteem which have been expressed here. 

Mayor Tosin: Well, thank you all very much for your presence here today. 
I am delighted that those who came were able to come, and I hope that every mem- 
ber of the Grand Army of the Republic who has been present here today will be 
here with us one year from today. I declare the meeting adjourned.
